“From what Ican learn about him,” 
said Deputy Sheriff Clark last night,

of them were pretty and young. He 
was not very well known in Salamanca. 
I believe he has been coming there off 
and on for the past two years. I have 
been told on good authority that he per- 
suaded a 15-year-old girl to marry him.

LAND SLIDING AWAY. 


Quebec Farmers and Farm Houses Dis- 
appear Under Ground. 


A Quebec despatch says: Information 
was received here by telephone at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon that the 
ground along the River St. Anne, in 
Port Neuf county, seems to be very 
largely undermined,’ and the villages 
through which the river flows are 
threatened with destruction, Another 
heavy landslide took place in Ste, Anne 
de la Perade last night, some 25 miles 
below the locality of the recent cata- 
clysm and very near the C, P. R. station. 

Yesterday's slide, however, was not 60 
sudden as that of ita predecessor, The 
ground cominenced moving about 5 in 
the afternoon, and the farmers ocecupy- 
ing the land had ample time to escape.

The death 
struggle was terrible and Maher did not 
succumb until stunned and overpowered 
by superior strength. 

In an attempt to separate the men, 
Night Watchman John Farley narrowly 
escaped serious injury at Dunlap’s hands. 


Only the arrival of two deputy war- 
dens, who were attracted by Farley's 
cries for help, rescued him from Dun- 
lap’s power. 

Maher was sent to the bridewell in 
default of a $5 fine for a small theft. 

There was no disturbance until 2 
o'clock the next morning. At that time 
Night Watchman John Farley was sit- 
ting in his accustomed piace not far 
from the cell, when suddenly a cry ior 
help came from Maher. 

The night watchman went to his as- 
sistance, but by the time he had un- 
locked the cell door Dunlap had over- 
powered Maher and was kueeling upon 
his chest, while with the cell bucket 
he was dealing him repeated blows 
upon the head. Maher had become un- 
conscious, While Duniap’s blows were ac- 
companied with demoniacal yells. 

Farley at once grappled with the 
maniac and made an attempt to seize 
him by the throat to throw him back- 
ward and pinion him to the floor. But 
Dunlap proved too etrong for him, and 
with a eweep of his buchet stretched 
the night watchman on the floor. Far- 
ley’s cries brought Deputy Warden's 
Matheinke and Entwistle, who came just 
as Duniap had lifted his bucket to deal 
the prostrate watchman anotiier blow. 

Matheinke seized the maddened man, 
and, aided by Entwistle, after a desper- 
ate struggle, succeeded in overpowering 
the maniac gnd putting him in a 
straight-jacket. Thgy then gave their 
attention to Farley and Maher. Farley 
was only temporarily stunned by Dun- 
lap’s blows, and soon recovered and was 
able to help in caring for Maher. The 
latter's head wae beaten to 4 pulp and 
his features were scarcely recognisable. 
The bucket used by his assailant was 
bent and twisted out of shape. The in- 
jured man wae taken to the Bridewell 
Hospital, where he died. 

It is thought that Dunlap’s actions 
were due to insanity caused by drink. 
All day to-day he was in a raging and 
violent condition, which made the con- 
finement of the setraight-jacket neces- 
sary. 

The Bridewell authorities say that 
euch occurrences may be expected so 
long as lack of room makes it neces- 
sary to put more than one prisoner ina 
cell.

The Child Proved Too Heavy for 
the Great Bird. 


LEtT IT IN A TBEB TOP. 


A Johnson City, Tenn., despatch says : 
A big eagle, which has been seen several 
times recently among the rocky crags 
of Broken Buck Mountain, about 20 miles 
west of this place, made its appearance 
yesterday in the valley below in a very 
startling manner. While some colored 
women were washing clothes on the 
brink of a small stream, it swooped 
down upon them and, seizing a little 
pickaninny, which was bound fast in a 
heavy chair, started to carry it away, 
Chair and all, in its great talons. 

The prey was so heavy, however, that 
the bird's flight was slow and uncertain, 
and, while trying to pick its way 
through the top of a tree, a rung of the 
chair caught on a broken limb, thus 
breaking the eagle’s hold and saving the 
life of the child. The infant was almost 
stripped of its clothing, but was leit 
seated in an upright position, an ad- 
joining branch preventing the chair 
from turning over. 

The terrified screams of the woman 
frightened the bird away and brought 
some mem to the scene. After some 
delay they succeeded in lowering the 
baby with ropes. It was not seriously 
hurt. One claw of the bird left a deep 
incision on its shoulder. 

About five miles further on a moun- 
taineer, who was returning from a hunt 
With his gun, fired a heavy charge of! 
turkey shot at what he supposed to be 
the same eagle as it descended into his 
barnyard after some chickens. One 
wing was broken by the shot, and the 
bird, thus unable to fly, was dispatched 


by the hunter with a rail from the 
fence after a hard fight, in which the 
man received several painful wounds 


from beak and talons. It measured 8 


feet from tip to tip.

THE EARTH'S TEMPERATURE. 


tecent experiments made in Prussia 
show that the temperature of the earth 
increases on an average at the rate of 
one degree for about 62 feet in depth, 
but the rate of increase of temperature 
is not the same in all cases; for example 
at Secbladebach, where the depth is 
5,736.3 feet, the rate of increase is one 
degree in 67.21 feet: at Sounewitz the 
hole is 3,646.5 feet deep, and the rate of 
increase one degree in 66.82 feet: at 
Leith hole, 4,289.8 fect deep, the increase 
is 63.92: Sudenberg, 1,924.1 feet deep, 
the increase is one in 58.98 feet. and at 
Spernberg, which is 4,176.6 feet deep, the 
ratio of increase is one degree for 58.32 
feet increase of depth.

When the firemen arrived Mrs. Boyle 
put the blame on the ghost, and said she 
could give no explanation as to the ori- 
gin of the fire. 

The house was found to be again on 
fire this morning. When the firemen 
reached the house it was found locked 
and full of smoke. ‘The blaze was lo- 
cated in a bed on the secand floor. 

“Sam” Bartleson, foreman of No. 8 
hose company, upon smashing a window 
aud entering the house, found a_ little 
child lying unconscious in the blazing 
bed. The child was little Johnny Boyle, 
the 4-year-old son of Boyle by his first 
wife. 

The little fellow was carried across the 
street to the house of Thomas Manley. 
His burns were dressed and he is expect- 
ed to recover. The flames were soon ex- 
tinguished. 

Mrs. Boyle was out when the blaze was 
discovered, but was found in one of the 
neighbor's houses, She blamed = this 
fire also on the ghost, who, she says, is 
jealous of her and wants to drive her 
from her children and husband. 

Mrs. Boyle is under police surveillance 
and the house is watched. 

Mrs. Boyle is about 18 years old, bright 
appearing and pretty. 


A DOUBLE LYNCHING. 


Father and Son Hanged at 
Sharon Springs, Kan. 


They Got a Younger Son and Brother Aged 
Only 17 to Kill His Brother-in-law—Ac- 
cident Prevented the Killing of the 
Boy. 


A Topeka despatch says a special to 
the Capitol from Sharon Springs, Kan., 
Bays: One of the most determined mobs 


that ever congregated in this portion of 
the State lynched William McKinley and 
his son Lewis, for the murder of Charles 
Carley, counmitted one week ago. 

About a week ago Charies Carley, a 
son-in-law of William McKinley, was 
murdered. An investigation revealed the 
fact that Fred., a 17-year-old son of Mc- 
Kinley, sen., committed the crime, The 
boy, when arrested, made a confession, 
stating that be had been induced to kill 
hie brother-in-law by his father and his 
older brother, Lewis. 

Motives for the murder seemed prin- 
cipally reveage and hatred. The mur- 
dered man only a few weeks before had 
married McKinley's daughter. It had been 
stipulated before the mariage that the 
groom was to pay the bride's father §200 
for the privile of marying her. The 
groom refused od pay thie money after 
he was safely married, and thus incurred 
the enmity of his wife's father and bro- 
thers, 

The boy surprised Carley while asleep, 
cutting his arm and horribly mutilating 
him with a garden hoe, 

On Monday the three were arraigned 
in court, wheo Fred. pleaded guilty as 
charged, but bie father and Lewis plead- 
ed not guilty, waived trial and were 
placed in tne county jail. Late Monday 
night a mob of several hundred took the 
father and son to a bridge about half 
a mile west of town and lynched them. 
They both begged piteously for mercy. 
Fred would probably have been hanged 
with the others, but instead of taking 
him to the Jail, he was kept under guard 
in the hotel.

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Canadian Wool Clip, 1894. 
(John Hallam’s Circular, Toronto.) 


With reference to the ‘prospects of the 
coming clip of wool, and the prices to be 
realised, there is nothing definitely 
known. The delay at Ottawa in scttling 
the tariff on woolen goods has created 
an industrial uncertainty and a want 
of confidence in the future of the trade. 
The proposed change in the tariff from 
compound to purely ad valorem duties 
will seriously embarrass the tweed, blan- 
ket and yarn manufactories. They will 
not be able to successfully compete with 
the shoddy goods of fiudderefield au 
Dewsbury under the proposed change, 
unless the Government take the duty off 
coal, machinery and other articles now 
taxed and used as raw material. This 
fe having a very depressing effect on the 
price of our domestic wools and on the 
woolen trade in general. Home compe- 
tition has reduced the price of Canadian 
tweeds, blankets and yarns to the low- 
est possible int, and if the Canadian 
mills are subjected to the keen compe- 
tition of these goods under an ad val- 
orem duty with England, France and 
Germany, where machinery and ail raw 
materia!) are free of duty,it simply means 
shutting up some of the milla in this 
country. In my opinion this change in 
the tariff will only benefit the importing 
and ready-made clothing trade. The 
passing of the Wilson Bill will not affect 
the prices of Canadian wools, as the do- 
mestic woolse of the United States are 
now as low, if not lower, than in Can- 
ada, but notwithstanding this, I am 
afraid there will be some speculation 
that may raise the price of our domestic 
wools beyond their present values, rely- 
ing on the expectation that when the 
duties are taken off in the United States 
the price will rise. The Americans are 
not changing their tariff on wools to 
give the Canadian wool growers more 
money for their clip, but simply to give 
the manufacturers of the United States 
free wool at the lowest possible price in 
competition with Englieh and foreign 
wool markets, and if the dealers and 
manufacturers through the country can 
only realize this fact, the clip of 1894 
will be bought at fully 10 to 15 cents 
leas than in 1893. 


Most of the clip of 1893 ia still in the | 


hande of dealers and unsold, During the 
last twelve months large quantities of 
wool and sheepskins, the product of the 
United States, have found their way into 
Canada at prices much lower than our 
domestic wools and sheepskins could be 
sold for here. I would advise caution 


in buying the Canadian clip, as no money | 
has been made out of Canadian wool for | 


three or four years past. 

The trend of the trade goes to show 
that the coming clip should be bonght 
with more care and at the following 


prices:

HOW TO MAKE AN OMELET. 


If you have not bad good luck in mak- 
ing omeleta, try this way and see if you 
do not succeed: Beat two whole fresh 
eggs till light—i.e., till the fork can be 
lifted clear out of the egg—eeason with 
pepper and ealt to taste. Meanwhile dis- 
solve a piece of butter the sise of a 
walnut in a very clean, emooth pan, 
shaking it all the time to prevent ite 
catching. When it is very hot, pour in 
the eggs, etc., stirring orsbaking them 
lightly aa they begin to set, tm prevent 
their eticking to the pan. When the 
under side is firm enough to lift and ot 
a pretty golden color, while the top 
part is of about the consistency of 
rather thick ecrambled eggs, turn one- 
half lightly over the rest, pressing it a 
little with the fork to give it a half 
moon shape; then take the dish in 
which it is to be served in your left 
hand, hold it over the pas, which should 
be in your right hand, and turn the 
whole thing over. When you lift ap the 
pan, the omelet wil! lie clean and tidy 
in the dish. 

KITCHEN CONVENIENCES. 

Auy convenience in a Kit- 
chen is appreciated by the busy house- 
wife. In a house where there is no 
ball, a closet adjoining a kitchen is a 
great convenience. If it ia large 
enough, have a window, have hooks for 
coats, hate, ete., and boxes for shoes 
and rubbers, and such articles; a work- 
stand, or ehelf, with looking-glass 
hanging over it, aleo a wash-bowl, an 
umbrella e«tand, chairs, and a large 
paper holder, for holding paper sacks 
that come from the stores. 

If there ie no other suitable piace, the 
clothes-basket, clothes-pins, and iron- 
ing-board may be stored away in the 
closet. Of course, such a closet would 
be convenient in a house where there 
was a hall, but in such a case there 
would not need to be an umbrella etand, 
nor many hooks for coats, ete. There 
could be a door, or a curtain made of 
canton flannel, or deaim, instead. 

If the kitchen is large enough, have 
same kind of a couch with a paper 
rack close by, with the latest magasine 
or paper in it; likewise have as letter 
holder somewhere in the kitchen. A 
closed cupboard for lamps, a clock, 
and calendar should always find a 
place in the kitchen. A bag for holders 
is more convenient than nails or a shelf. 

Do not burn every bit of waste paper 
that comes into the house, and every 
time you want a piece of paper have 
to hunt an hour for it. If the sacks 
and large pieces of paper are folded 
nicely and laid away, they are useful 
for a good many purposes, and the 


pieces that are torn can be used to 
kindle, fires, singe poultry, ete. 
Another convenient appendage to a 
kitchen ie a shady porch, with a cosy 
seat, where the tired housewife may sit 
and rest on a warm day. Vines may 
be trained over it, and even a rosebush 
near by, and | dare say it will be ap- 
preciated as equally as well as though 
it were over the sitting-room door. 
TO CLEAN DECANTERS AND BOTTLES. 


To clean coarse glass bottles and de- 
canters throw half a cup of coarse sand 
into them and ehake until they are 
clean. Too long a shaking will scratch 
the glass. For fine glass cut a raw 
potato into emall cubes and use in the 
same way. The —_ will be longer, 
but there is no danger of breaking or 
ecratching. 

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Orange peel dried and grated makes 
excellent flavoring for cakes and pud- 
dings. 

To make a pretty plant basket get a 
large wooden bowl and cover the out- 
side with split peach stones. Varnish or 
paint and hang with chains. 

In roasting meat the principal care 
should be to have it as juicy as possible, 
as the juices contain both the nourish- 
ment and flavor. 

A cup of cold boiled rice added to any 
griddle cakes or muffins makes them 
lighter and more wholesome. 

Keep a peck or more of 
open keg in the cellar to 
moisture. 

Dark calicoes are best washed in water 
in which bran hae been boiled—a quart 
of bran in a loose bag to a gallon of 
water. 

Some housewives say that the colors of 
cotton fabrice will become “set” if salt 
and water are employed, three gills of 
salt to four quarts of water. The calico 
is dropped in the water while hot, and 
there remains until it is cold. 

A roasted or boiled lemon, filled while 
hot with sugar and eaten, still hot, just 
before retiring, will often break up a 
cold.

FORESTRY LAWS. 
What Europe Has Done to 
Timber Supply. 


Protect Her 


In Germany the various governments 
own and manage, in a conservative spir- 
it, about one-tiird of the forest area, 
and they also control the management 
of another sixth, which belongs to vil- 
lages, cities, and public institutions, in 
60 fur as theae communities are obliged 
to employ expert foresters, and must sub- 
mit their working-plans to the govern- 
ment for approval, thus preventing im- 
provident and wasteful methods, 

The other hal! of the forest property, 
in the hands of private owners, is man- 
aged mostly without interference, al- 
though upou wethods similar to those 
employed by the government, and by 
trained foresters, who receive their edu- 
cation in one of the eight higher and 
several lower schools of forestry which 
the various governments have estab- 
lished, 

The several states differ in their laws 
regarding forest property. Of the pri- 
vate forests, seventy per cent. are with- 
out any contro: whatever, while thirty 
per cent. are subject to supervision, so 
far as clearing and devastation are con- 
cerned, 

The tendency on the part of the govern- 
ment has becu rather toward persuasive 
measures, Thus, in addition to buying 
up, or acquiring by exchange, and re- 
foresting waste lands — some 300,000 
acres have been eo reforested during the 
last twenty-five years—the government 
gives assistance to private owners in re- 
foresting their waste land. During the 
last ten years $30U,000 was granted in 
this way. 

In Austria, by a law adopted in 1852, 
not only are tne state forests (compris- 
ing less than thirty per cent. of the total 
area) rationally managed, and the man- 
agement of the communal forests (nearly 
forty per cent.) officially supervised, but 
private owners (holding about thirty-two 
per cent.) are prevented from devastating 
their forest property to the detriment of 
adjoiners, No clearing for agricultural 
use can be made without the consent of 
the district authorities, from which, 
however, an appeal to a civil judge is 
possible, who adjusts the conflict of in- 
tereste, 

Any cleared or cut forest must be re- 
planted or reseeded within five years: 
on sandy soils and mountain-sides clear- 
ing is forbidden, and only culling of the 
ripe timber ia ailowed. 

In Hungary also, where liberty of pri- 
vate property rishts, and strong objec- 
tion to government interference, bad 
been jealously upheld, a complete reac- 
tion set in some fifteen years ago, which 
led to the law of 1880, giving the state 
control of private forest property, as in 
Austria, 

Under a law adopted in Italy in 1888, 
the Department of Agriculture, in co- 
operation with the Department of Pub- 
lic Works and in consultation with the 
forestal committee of the province and 
the respective owners, is to designate 
the territory which for public reasons 
must be reforested under governmental 
control, 

The owners may associate themselves 
for the purpose of reforestation, and for 
the purpose may then borrow money at 
low interest from the State Soil-Credit 
Institution, the Forest Department con- 
tributing three-fifths of the cost of re- 
forestation upon condition that the work 
is done according to its plans,and within 
the time specified by the government. 

In Russia, until lately, liberty to cut, 
burn, destroy and devastate was unre- 
stricted, but in 1888 a comprehensive 
and well-considered law cut off, so far 
as this can be done on paper, this lib- 
erty of vandalism. For autocratic Rus- 
sin this law is rather timid. and is in 
the nature of a compromise between 
communal and private interests,in which 
much if not all depends on the good will 
of the private owner 

A federal law was adopted in Switzer- 
land in 1876 which gives the federation 
control over the forests of the mountain 
region embracing eight entire cantons 
and parts of seven others, or over 1,000,- 
COO acres of forest. The federation it- 
self does not own any forest land, and 
the cantons bardly 100,000 acres, some- 
what over four per cent. of the forest 
area, two-thirds of which is held in com- 
munal ownership, and the rest by pri- 
vate owners, 

The federal authorities have supervi- 
sion over all cantenal, communal and 
private forests, so far as they are “pro- 
tective forests’: but the execution of 
the law rests with the cantonal author- 
ities, under the inspection of federal of- 
ficers. 

In France not only does the state man- 
age its own forest property (one-ninth of 
the forest area) in approved manner, and 
supervise the management of forests be- 
longing to communities and other public 
institutions (deuble the area of state 
ferests) in a manner similar to the regcu- 
lation of forests in Germany, but it ex- 


tends ite control over the large area of 


private forests by forbidding any ciear- 
ing except with the consent of the forest 
administration.—Century. 


THE WORLD'S TUNNELS. 


The tunnels of the world are esti- 
mated to number about 1,142, with e 
total length of 514 miles. There are 
about 1,000 railroad tunnels, 12 sub- 
aqueous tunnels, 90 eanal tunnele and 
40 conduit tunnels, with aggregate 
lengths of about 350 miles, 9 miles, 70 
miles, and 85 miles respectively.

It hae not been shown for 
over two centuries, and is expected to 
create a great sensation and draw pil- 
grims from all parts of France. 


An interesting circumstance in the 
change of proprietorship of the hotel, 
49, in the Rue de Monceau, which has 
ceased to be the property of the Baron 
de Soubeyran, and now belongs to Baron 
Adolphe de Rothschild. The heavy sum 
ot 1,400,000 france changed hands. 


A tiew theatre is to be erected in 
Paris, the site to be in the Quartier 
Latin. It will be called the “ Theatre de 
la Rive Gauche.” A great deal of money 
supports the enterprise. The students 
are expected to do their share in mak- 
ing the theatre a financial success. 


The French Government has already 
ordered several eplendid tapestries to be 
commenced, in order ‘to be displayed at 
the great exhibition of 1900. It is slow 
work, as may be judged from the fact 
that a tapestry worker takes a whole 
year to finish a square yard.

He read au ex- 
tract irom Ciement Scott's criticism of 
the play, im which Mr. Scott said the 
piay Wee aw failure and that the audi- 
euce On Thursday nigut lett the theatre 
beiore the play was ended. 

Mr. Buchanan, in anu excited manner, 
branded Mr. Scott's words as eutirely 
laise. The whole audience, he declared, 
bad waited to the end of the perform- 
auce, but an unexampled and Uuscemly 
demonstration had occurred in the gai- 
lery, Where @ cabal haa imsuited and 
tried to terrify a helpless woman (Mrs. 
Langtry.) This was not the first time, 
Mr. Buchanan continued, that Mr. 
Scott bad endeavored to do him all pos- 
sible injury. He did so when “ The 
Chariatan ' was produced at the Hay- 
market, and utterly perverted and de- 
stroyed the story of the play, which 
either he did not see or was not én a 
fit condition to remember or describe. 
He Was @& writer of fuolish versions for 
music hails, and of crude adaptations. 
He had repeatedly gone out of his way 
to abuse his (Mr. Bucuanan’s) work. 

“i wish from the stage,” Mr. Buchan- 
an Went on, “to state publicly that he 
® & man without veracity, conscience or 
honor, 4u egotistical and @pitetul crea- 
ture who pulis bis friends and insults 
his foes, and is geuerdily a disgrace to 
journalism, He totally iguored the 
cowardly attack made iast night on a 
defenceicas lady, aud possibly sympathiz- 
ed with those who made it, for he him- 
self is fond of attacking defenceless 
women who have fallen out of his good 
graces.” 

The audience vociferously cheered Mr. 
Suchanan when he had finished. 

The Joint author of the play, Mr. Mur- 
ray, then came forward and said that 
he entirely concurred in Mr. Buchanan's 
remarks. 

In response to loud calls from the 
audience Mrs. Langtry then appeared, 
hand-in-hand with Mr. Buchanan, and 
there was @ renewed outburst of cheer- 
ing. The audience then dispersed.

The students of Christ Church, Oxford, 
after a drunken debauch, at an early 
hour on Saturday wrecked the Bulling- 
don Club and smashed nearly five hun- 
dred windows. 


The torpedo boat Ericcson, the first 
United States war vessel built in inland 
waters, was launched Saturday at Du- 
buque, TIa., in the presence of several) 
thousand persons. 

Prayers were offered up in some of 
the London churches yesterday for the 
unity of all the Christian Churches. The 
movement has the support of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 

The conviction is growing in the Eng- 
lish Liberal ranks that a dissolution of 
Parliament must take place soon.

In the trial! of the eight editors in 
Berlin recently, it was given in evidence 
that detectives had issued inflammatory 
placards to the unemployed, purport- 
ing to emanate from the Socialists, and 
that police agents disguised as work- 
men actually started the Socialist riot- 
ing at Freidrichshain. 

Despatches from Simla say that the 
disturbance among the soldiers of the 
7th Bengal Native Infantry at Agra is 
officially explained as being due to the 
fact that the native soldiers resented the 
too harsh treatment of a recruit by one 
of the drill masters. The malcontents, 
however, did not use force. The sol- 
diere arrested will be tried by court- 
martial, 


The past weck was a record-breaking 
week for suicides and homicides in New 
York. Since last Sunday there were 
eight suicides, a dozen bodies of men 
were found in the river, and half a dozen 
bodies of men were picked up in dark 
hallways and alleys. Deaths from casu- 
alties, such as falling from windows and 
accidental shooting, and from alcohol- 
isi were unusually numerous. 


The Paris police yesterday raorning 
arrested Jean Beausoell on suspicion of 
having exploded the bomb in front of 
the residence of Col. Adrien Massing, No. 
2 Avenue Kleber, on Saturday night. It 
is surmised that the bomb was to be 
exploded in front of the residence of 
Jules de Beaupre, formerly Prosecutor- 
General, who iives at 59 Avenue Kleber, 
but that the man who threw it mistook 
the bouse. 


The Paris police Saturday morning ar- 
rested a youth of about eighteen years 
on suspicion of having murdered the 
young girl whose maugled body was 
found in her perfumery shop Friday. Up- 
on being questioned at the police sta- 
tion, the young man confessed the 
murder. He said he did not know the 
girl, and had no other motive in killing 
her than to rob her of her valuables 
and plunder the shop. 


Arrangements have already been com- 
menced which indicate that the wedding 
of the Czarowitz and Princess Alix of 
Hesse will be the most gorgeous cere- 
mony of the kind witnessed in Europe 
for many years. Every reigning family 
will be represented and all the Asiatic 
potentates under the Czar’s suzerainty 
will send deiegates and special missions 
to St. Petersburg with costly gifts. The 
shopkeepers of the Russian capital and 
Moscow expect the most brilliant and 
profitable season of this generation, and 
the owners of villa property in the 
neighborhood of Peterhof. the Czar’s 
Baltic palace, are so confident that the 
boom will effect them that they have 
already trebied their rents. Queen Vic- 
toria, according to current reports, has 
promised £10,000 towards the. bride’s 
dowry. 


THE PAINTER’'S MODEL. 


Posing in the Nude as it Affects Poser and 
Artist. 


A theatrical manager who has had to 
pose some figurantes in “ light march- 
ing costume ’ to play parts in some liv- 
ing picture tableaux, says the Sun, has 
had some new impressions forced upon 
his mind. Needing a@ small co of 
women as nearly perfectly formed as it 
Was possible to get them, “he advertised, 
and found himself with about 300 
women from whom to make his selec- 
tions. This extraordinary task he turn- 
ed over to a woman, and 60 possessed 
himself of the small number of well- 
formed beauties required for the 
tableaux. The drilling of them he had 
to do himself. He says that at the first 
day's rehearsal he wished he had not 
gone into the theatrical business. The 
women were obliged to wear so little 
drapery that he became very uncom- 
fortabie in their presence. But that 
did not surprise him half as much = as 
the fact that the women seemed totally 
unconcerned, They did mechanically 
and automatically just what he told 
them. There was no shyness, no shrink- 
ing—nothing but automatic movement, 
as if they were machines. Ever since 
he has been wondering—not why he 
should have been so very much upset, 
but why they did not care a rap about 
the situation. 

A well-known artist tells a story 
which this manager's experience calls to 
mind, Young at the business of em- 
ploying models he happened to hire 
& young woman who wished to pose for 
what a certain famous character in fic- 
tion calls ‘“‘The Altogether,” that is, 
the whole undraped figure. She had 
never posed in that way, but she was 
more than willing to do so, because her 
form was admirabic, and she expected 
to make her livelihood by offering its 
excellence to those who wished to re- 
produce them on canvas. She was 
terribly wrought up when she came to 
the point of actually posing, and the 
young painter says he was never in 
euch a fix in his life. After tears and 
several breakdowns, ending in flight to 
the dressing-room, the model insisted 
that she would conquer her own timi- 
dity and force herself into her new line 
of work. But ehe failed to summon 
sufficient resolution, aud with a grand 
sigh of relief, the young painter saw 
her depart with her chaperon. Three 
months later she reappeared, asking for 
work. She said she could “do it all 
right now.” She proved her words, 
for when it came time to rest she flung 
herself on a eettce without taxing the 
trouble to put on any apparel, and 
during the several days sitting that 
followed, she was ten times more at 
ease than the painter himself. The 
moral would appear to be the same 
in both her case and that of the 
figurantes in the theatre. It is that 
there are not many things to which 
we Cannot accustom ourselves in time.

Modish corset covers are made of sheer 
nainsook and fine, soft muslin. These 
are elaborately or simply trimmed. ac- 
cording to price, With fine Hamburg. 


Cluny, Medici, point de Paris, and fine 
French Valenciennes laces, in combina- 
tion with beading and white and col- 
ored ribbon effects. 

A etyle that has recently been de- 
veloped shows a V-shaped yoke, back 


and front, which is made of alternate 
rows of finest French Valenciennes lace 
inserting, one inch wide and strips of 
eheer nainsook. This front is very full 
and is caught up at the shoulders with 
narrow white ribbon bows. The sleeves 
and top of yoke are edged with a tiny 
edging to match the insertion, while be- 
tween the edging and insertion is @ lace 
beading run with ribbon. 

Another coreet cover, similar in style, 
shows a V-shaped yoke, front and back, 
which is trimined.with an inserting and 
deep edging of point de Paris lace, put 
on in handkerchief effect. The arm- 
holes are finished with lace to corre- 
Kpond, 

A fashionable cover, which is fitted at 
the waistline by rows of tucking, has 
the neck cut round and trimmed with 


embroidery. The full neck is gathered 
by ribbons, which tie in front to fit 
the form. 


Covers showing low-cut round necks 
are among the ultra-fashion lines. Many 
are trimmed in bertha effect with deep, 
fine Hamburg, plait Valenciennes, or 
point de Paris laces three and a half 
inches wide, with lace beadings and rib- 
bons as a beading. 

Others show elaborately trimmed 
fronts composed entirely of finest tor- 
chon or Cluny lace insertings with rows 
of beading between. 

Empire or bolero corset covers are 
finished in the back, just above the waist 
line. The ends are cut in acarf effect 
and tie in the front, like a fichu. These 
waists are usually very simply trimmed 
with Cluny or fine French Valenciennes 
lace and a very narrow beading. 

A style similar to the Empire is edged 
with lace, while the neck is finished with 
& sailor collar trimmed with lace. This 
forms a novelty which is particularly 
dainty. For day chemises the finest 
linen is used, trimmed with narrow real 
Valenciennes lace or embroidery. 

By using ribbons of different colors the 
whole front receives a fancy colored and 
pleasing appearance. Another chemise 
has square top and front trimming like 
the foregoing. Colored silk ribbons now 
play a great role for trimming. They 
are a practical trimming, as they can be 
made to suit many color combinations, 
and, when the garment is to be washed, 
can be taken off and replaced after 
washing. They can also be ‘so varied as 
to continually give the chemise an ap- 
pearance of novelty. 

Another chemiee is of colored flowered 
batiste, with a wide lace flounce. On 
‘the shoulders are ribbon bows, and a rib- 
bon also runs around the waist. 


SERVING POTATOES. 


There are a number of ways in which 
potatoes may be prepared to serve with 
a fish course. If they are new, they are 
of course best plain boiled. If some- 
thing a little better than best is wanted, 
select those that are small, and after 
boiling roll them in @ cream «sauce, and 
then in chopped parsley. Old potators 
are much improved by cooking them in 
the same way. Soak them in ice-water 
after they are peeled and make into 
balls with a vegetable cutter. Serve 
these with a boiled or baked fish. 

Potatoes browned in the oven in 4 
cream sauce are excellent with a broiled 
fish. For two very large potatoes make 
half a pint of sauce. Cut the potatoes in 
dices and put them in a buttered baking 
dish with layers of the sauce. Scatter 
with fine breadcrumbs and brown. 
Make the white sauce by blending a 
tablespoonful of butter and flour, add 
half a pint of milk, stir until smooth, 
and season with salt and white pepper. 

Potato puff may be sent to the table 
in the baking dish or baked in shells. To 
make the puffs take two cupfuls of 
mashed potato, either hot or cold, put 
them in a sauce-pan, add the well-beaten 
yolks of two eggs, three tablespoonsful 
of cream, and salt and pepper to taste. 
Stir over the fire until smooth, and well 
mixed, take from the fire aud add the 
whites of the eggs beaten to a froth. 
Fold them in lightly, put in a buttered 
baking dish or shells, and brown. 

Duchesse loaves are similar to the 
potato puff. The potatoes are heated, 
mixed with the yolk of an egg, seasoned 
with salt and pepper, shaped like cro- 
quettes, brushed with the white of an 
egg and browned. 

Potato croquettes involve more labor, 
but they are very nice to serve with fish. 
They, too, are made from mashed potato. 
To two cupsful add four tablespoonsiul 
of cream, the beaten yolks of two eggs, 
a teaspoonful of onion juice, a table- 
-~oonful of chopped parsley, salt to 
taste, and a dash of cayenne. Heat the 
mixture and a#tir it until it clings to 
gether in a mass, shape, and when cool 
enough to handle roll in eggs and fine 
dry breadcrumbs and fry in very hot, 
deep fat. 

Potato boulettes, at present a fashion- 
able form of potatoes served with fish 
or with chicken croquettes, are like the 
croquettes, except that they are shaped 
like little balls and have an additional 
seasoning of a half teaspoonful of 
aweet marjoram. When cucumbers are 
to be had they are one of the most de 
sirable relishes to serve with fish. 

PARKIN. 

This is a sort of gingerbread 
chiefly in the north of England, and ex 
tremely good to the taste; perhaps «0 
of my readers wil! appreciate it. It 
pleasant now and then to get a dish a 
little out of the common. Two pound 
of Irish or Scotch oatmeal,

pound of butter, half a pound of moist 
sugar, two pounds of molasss—not 
golden syrup—equal parts of mixed sp.ce 
and ginger to taste. Mix the meal, epice 
and sugar together; rub in the butter; 
then stir in the molasses, which shouid 
be melted if too thick. Mix all thoroagh- 
ly and bake in shallow square tins in a 
slow oven for three or four hours. Parkin 
should not be eaten for a few daya after 
it is made. All molasses used for ginger- 
bread should be black. 
BAKED RHUBARB.
